What their instructions were is not yet known, One day before the 
trial, while the prisoners sat conversing, they were suddenly surrounded by the guards 
who, withont a word of warning, levelled their muskets and riddled them with bullets. 
Joseph Smith and his brother Hyrym fell dead. Taylor was left for dead, but recovered. 
The ageassins were made the heroes of the hour. Brigham Young succeeded to the 
leadegship, and the Mormons in despair sought a refuge in what was then called the Great 
American Deseret, on the shores of the Great Salt Lake, to escape further persecution.

Mr. C. R. Barratt has been appointed Post Master for Salt Lake City by 
President Cleveland. It is said that the appointment was objectionable to 
the Tribune; and the Herald suggest, in consequence of that fact, “The 
gentleman may feel assured that he has the confidence and esteem of the 
public.” | 

Joseph Bush, an ex-guard at the Penitentiary, has been arrainged in th 
Third District Court on two indictments found against him by the grand 
jury. One charges him with assault with a deadly weapon. In the other he 
is charged jointly with Charles Bracker of assault to commit murder, made 
in September last upon one John Lundquist. 


During the month of March 62 people have died in Salt Lake City, as 
against 35 in January and 47 in February of this year, and 47 in March, 1886. 
The number of deaths among those under five years of age is 33; in March, 
1886, it was 20, and in January, 1887, 12, and February, 21. Bronchitis, 
diphtheria, pneumonia and whooping-cough carried off 31, one half of the 
total; in March 1886, 16 succumbed to these diseases, and in January, of 
this year, there were 7 deaths from all these causes, and in February 16. 


An effort is being made by a number of business men in Salt Lake to 
organize a board of trade. The first meeting was held on the 2nd of April in 
the Third District court room. Gevernor West was chosen chairman, and H. 
C. Wallace secretary. Governor West, in addressing the meeting, said: “ It 
[the board of trade] is to be run, not in the interest of any one class, and we 
want the business men—and those who have the interests of the Territory at 
heart—to unite with us, regardless of religious or political differences.” After 
considerable discussion, the chairman was authorized to appoint a committee 
of fifteen, who were to draft a plan of organization. 


The a swer in the libel case of United States Deputy Marshal William 
Thompson, vs. the Deseret News Company, bas been filed. It denies that on 
the 10th day of January, or at any other time, the defendant maliciously, in 
the newspaper named, or otherwise, published or caused to be published of or 
concerning the plaintiff anything scandalous, malicious or defamatory. The 
answer is quite lengthy and further denies the many allegations made in the 
complaint. It closes by alleging that the articles published in reference to 
the killing of Dalton by Thompson were {written and published without 
malice or ill-will against the plantiff, and for no other purpose than lawfully 
and publicly, as a public journalist, to publish the acts and doings of a public 
officer of the law. Messrs. F. S. Richards and Le Grande Young are tho 
attorneys for the defense, and Mr. Varian will appear for Thompson. | 
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
